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' A Relation of Robert Feckels Death, 
and his Teſtimony for I ruth be- 
fore his Departure, 


Obert Jeckell of New-Ca$tle upon Tine, having 
a deſire to:come to Swarthmoore , began his 
þ Journey in company With. ſeveral other 
Friends, and began to be ſick the ſame day 
that he came from hcqe, and was ſick at ſeveral places 
by the way : But ſtill preſſed forward to his Journeys 
end, and would not be ſatisfied, to ſtay ſhort of Swarth- 
moore, Where he came the 2d. of the 5th. month 1676. 
and went to' his Bed preſently after he came in, where 
he lay ſick 9 days, and then dyed upon the 11th. of 
the ſame month, and made a Comfortable end, being all 
the time of his Sickneſs, in perfect ſenſe and memory, as 
may be ſeen by the following words, which were-ſpo- 
ken by him a little before his Death: 

Two days before his Death, he ſaid, 7} e/ Friends, it's 
the belief of my heart, that the I ord will raiſe me up, to 
bear 4 Fe Teſtimony for God and his Truth. 

In the Evening before his Departure, when Friends 
ſtood about him, expefting him to give up, ( according 
, to the belief of his heart ) he was railed up, by the power 
of the Lord, and fpake with an audible voice. as: fol- 
loweth. 

No ſeparation lhe unto: this, Soul ſeparated from the 
Pody, the Spirit returning to God: that gave it, and the 
Body to the Farth from whence it came. For great. has the” 
loving kindneſs of the. Lord been unto me, not unto. me only, 
but unto you all my dear Friends, who are faithfull unto 
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Death; I can ſpeak it to his praiſe, and unto his glory far 
evermore ; aud in it can bid you everlaſtivgly farewell. 

I have always been ſaithfull to the Truth, as to what was 
manifefted, for God hath loved me from a Child. And he 
ſaid, ſpreading out his arms, Ch t bleſſed precious Truth 
is above all the Norld ! and this is my living Teſtimony, 
I have to bear for the T ord anil bis Truth : For always [ 
loved Truth, and preferred it before all the World ;, for 
Truth is precious, and te be valued before all things below 
it : Therefore oh dear Triends prize Truth, this precious 
Truth, for it lives for ever. Let nothing dive-t your minds 
from that ſence of Truth you have, jor as that is kept too, 
Truth anſwers Truth in every heart. 

As to the principle of Truth, it will reign over all 3 
though ſtrange things may happen in this Nation, yet the 
1 ord will crown tis Med Truth, and his Glory over all : 
Therefore all my dear Friends, be faithfull to that mani- 
feftetion in your own particulars, for a Frofeſſron will ſtand 
none in ſtead, unleſs they live in the life and power thereof; 
for this is an everlaiting Trath that will live for ever : all 
that feel Gods love let them prize it, for it is better then 
woras, 

And it was the defire of my heart, to come and viſit my 
dear Friend Geo. Fox, and I am very well ſatisfied there- 
in; and it was the travail of my ſoul a long time before I 
came, and now I am come to give up all, and herein I am 
fully ſatisfied. 

At another time he ſaid, Thovgh I was perſwaded to 
ſtay by the way, before I came to this place yet this was 
the place where I wanld have been, and the place where 1 
ſhould have been, whether TI live or die. 

And dear George, I can add nothing unto thee, for 
thou want it nothing of the good Spirit, for thou art in God 
aud God in thee; but let us give all the praiſe mo 
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glory to God ; but I pray unto God that he may preſerve 


thee, from all evil ſpirits. 

Another. time G. F. ſpoke to him and ſaid, he might 
offer up his- Spirit and Soul to the Lord, who pives 
breath and life to all, and takes it again; and he lifted 
up his hands and ſaid, The Lord is worthy of it, and I 
have done it. G. F.asked him if he could fay, Thy will 
O God be done, in Earth as it is in Heavenz And he 
lifted up his hands and eyes, and chearfully i he 
did it. And he faid, he had been faithful in a of 7- 
on to what he knew, untill the manifeſtation of the Truth 
broke fort. And his mouth was often filled with praiſes 
to the Lord, and ſaid, though he had had multitude of buſi- 
neſs, yet the L ord had carried him over all. 

And dear Friends, dwell in love and unity together, and 
keep ont of all jarrs, ſtrife and contention, for the Enemy 
lies near to draw out And if you be divided one againit 
another, then you will come to a loſs : Profeſſion will ſtand 
#0ne«in ſtead, for alas any tmay make a Profeſſion, but it's 
thoſe that live the life of Truth, and dwell in the obedience 
of it, that obtains the Crown. For alas a ſilly woman may 

ay, Lord, L ord help me, when the ditch is before her ; but 
the Lord doth not bid her ”= into it , but there is that 
near that will manifeſt, and open the eye, and preſerve out 
of it. That Þ iving principle of Truth, which will preſerve 
all that dwell in it. 

And Friends, be ſure to continue faithfull unto the end, 
and be not weary in well-doing, for that is a good teſti- 
mrony, they that continue faithfull unto the end ſhall be 
4ved. 

f At another time he ſaid, all deceit and fraud will come 
to-nothing, I am an innocent man, and clear of all men, 
upon the face of the Farth.

About two hours before he died, G. F. took hin by 
the hand, and asked him if he was Catisfied of bis feceing 
him ; And he lifted up his eyes, and with a gladneſs of 
heart and ſmilingly he praiſed the Lord, And. ſaid that 
his Comfort flowed in as a fleud. And G: þ. asked hay 
Wat 
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what he (aid ; And he ſpoke thoſe words over again. And 
G. F. (aid unto him, thy everlaſting peace and reſt is in 
Chriſt, that bruiſes the head of the Serpent, who is over 
all from Everlaſting to Everlaſting, who is the Everlaſt- 
ing food of Life, for thy Soul and Spirit, and in him 
thou wilt lay down thy head in peace, who is the 
Crown of life : And many other words he ſpoke to 
G. F. and G. F. to him, which would be too large to 
mention, |

And this is'our Teſtimony, that he is entred into the 
everlgſting fulneſs of Joy, where there is pleaſures for 
evermot'e.- | 

For at- the time of his Departure, Gods heavenly power 
did'fill our- hearts, to our great peace and latisfaction : 
Inſomuch that we can (ay, Bleſſed are the dead that die 
in the [ ord, for they ſhall be had in everlaiting rememn- 
brance-; tor the Lord ſealed it npon our hearts, at the 
time of his ſeparation, that he had received *is own with 
increaſe. — Praiſes be to the Lord for ever, who hath 
been our ſupport, and borne us up, in this our great 
Exerciſe; (6 that we can'give encouragement, to all 
that may meet with the like tryal, not to be bowed 
down, under any Exerciſe which the Lord may call 
unto, nor let it into their heart, to —_ why the 
Lord doth it ; for he is able to ſanftifre every Exerciſe, 
and to make all things eafte't6 them that love and fear 
his name 3 to whom bethe glory of all for evermore.
